NICK Taylor reaffirmed the 
position he adopted during the 
Alberta election in 1975: that 
he supports inclusion of the term 
"sexual orientation" in The In- 
dividual's {ight Frotection Act 
and The Alberta Bill ofuights, 
Taylor told the press that he re- 
gards this proposal as "eminently 
sensible“. The new president of 
tho Alberta liberal Association, 
Sharon Carstairs, also supports 
gay rights. 

There are indications, how- 
evor, that in spite of Taylor's 
support there are areas in which 
ne is not prepared to support us, 
Notably, this includes areas of 
employment where young people 
are involved. In view of these 
reservations expressed by Taylor, 
it is clear he has not completely 
overcome belief in tracitional 
«tereotypes of gay people. 

The Gay delegation was not 
go well received by former party 
presicent, Jack Fickett, To the 
visible embarassment of other 
party officials, Pickett shred- 
ded the leaflet handed to him 


and suzgestec that tne remaining 
supply should be čisposed of up 
the ass of the leafleter. Only 
the influence of three of his 
colleagues restraine? Ficiett 
from physically expelling one 
meiber of the gay contingent 
from the builcing. 

The Liberal Farty was fur- 
ther embarassed by Jack Fickett's 
Statements to the press. His 
comments were objectionable on 
two counts. dy referring to the 
lesbian members of the lobbying 
team as “hags" which “no man 
would touch", Fickett reveals a 
total objectification of women 
which is an affront to all women, 
lesbian and non-lesbian alike. 
And further, by stating that 
"this minority should not be al- 
lowed to express their opinion s, 
lickett shows a frightening dis- 
regard for the give-anc-take of 
parliamentary Cemocracy. | 

Taken as a whole the ned E 
zeer action was a marked success. 
It received widespread coverage 
in the press, valuable for two 
reasons. More members of ihe 
public are now aware of ine s 
ganized gay liberation movemen 
and its objectives. |. and more 
members of the public now know i 
that our politicians are En 
ingto respon-. to gay qeman D. 

The success of the action 
in rec Deer reaffirms the value 
of the public struggle for oad 
rights. terhapsS with SOWA 
fort, even..the government Ni 
begin to listen.

This declaration comes 
after repeated attempts to sub- 
mit advertisements for GAT 
(idaonton)'s counselling ser- 
vice an for The Body lolitic, 
Canada's leading gay liberation 
newspaper. The ucmonton Jour- 
nal has stated its position, 
and declarec that further cor- 
responcence on the matter will 
be “fruitless.” This in GATE 
(4dmonton)'s behalf as well. 

It is apparent that The sdmonton 
Journal is not prepared to give 
GAT::'s case a fair hearing. The 
Journal's Advertising Director 
has shown that he is not pre- 
pared to listen by declaring 
that The Docy Politic, subject 
of one of the advertisements 
submitted, “is not in good 
taste," while giving reasonable 
zrounds for believing that he 
has never even Seen a copy. He 
refers to The Jody Folitic, a 
tabloic newspaper, as a "book". 

The sdmonton Journal is not 
alone in this policy. The Cal- 
sary Heralc, sed Deer Advocate 
and Grande Frairie Daily Herald- 
Tribune also reject advertising 
from gay organizations. 

"ne importance of having 
access to the classified adver- 
tisements of daily newspapers 
can be seen from the number of 
people who have responded to 
GAT: (sdmonton)'s ads in Leth- 
bridge and Lecicine Hat news- 
papers. For the first time gay 
Albertans in smaller centres are 
pecoming aware of an organized 
gay community with which they 
can identify. iesponses nave 
been coming from Fort Macleod, 
Taber, Claresholm anc other 
smaller centres as well. The 
above four daily newspapers are 
denying people this vital link. 

GATE (iżdmonton) is planning 
to carry on this struggle by 
taking a complaint of discrimi- 
nation to The Alberta Human 
nights Commission.
